The  objective  was  generally  obtained  through  the  battle  of  March 
1st  or  thereabouts. 

It  was  solely  because  of  the  Japanese  Array's  sincere  wish 
to  establish  peace  that  raade  them  control  their  fighting  spi¬ 
rit  and  limit  the  scope  of  operations  without  carrying  out  a 
great  attack  although  they  had  the  opportunity  to  completely 
destroy  the  Chinese  Army. 

'  In  the  meantime  the  concerned  countries  and  the  League 
of  Nations  suggested  Japan  and  China  to  conclude  an  armistice 
agreement  with  the  pre-reo.uislte  of  progressing  the  conference 
among  the  countries  concerned  in  maintaining  peace  in  the 
Shanghai  area.  This  was  naturally  what  the  Japanese  Army 
fervently  desired.  On  Kay  5»  an  armistice  agreement  was  finally 
concluded  through  the  cooperative  assistance  of  the  representative 
of  Brltalni  U.S.,  France  and  Italy  which  extended  over  two 
months  since  the  early  part  of  March.  This  was  very  fortunate 
for  the  Japanese  Army.  The  above  agreement  regulates  only  the 
armistice  between  the  Japanese-  and  Chinese  troops y  and  does  not 
Include  a  lasting  measure  for  the  establishment  of  the  peace  • 
in  the  Shanghai  area.  However y  according  to  this  agreement y 
the  Chinese  Army  will  not  only  remain  in  their  present  position 
which  Is  a  certain  distance  away  from  Shanghai y  but  they  must 
stop  hostile  actions  of  any  and  all  forms  In  the  Shanghai  vlslnlty 
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under  their  eontrol.  In  the  event  of  any  susplslons  arising
